New Shutter 
Beats Speed 
Of Light 


New York, May 1. 

A new camera shutter that 
beats the speed of light has 
been shown to the Society of 
Motion Picture Engineers. 

The shutter is small cnough 
to fastea jn front of an ordinary 
pocket-size camera, Point this 
camera directly at the sun, push 
a button that snaps the shutter, 
and you get no picture. 

Only a few feet of light gets 
through, even though the sun- 
light Js travelling 186,000 miles 
a second,’ the amount of light 
reaching the film is‘ not enough 
{o expose it, for even bright 
sunlight hus to have a small 
fraction of time to pile up on 
a film, 

In the laboratory thls shutter 
can operate faster than a flash 
of Nght travelling from the 
cumera to a mirror 10 feet away 
and back, No ight gets back be- 
fore the shutter closes, Mirrors 
n few Inches apart, one farther 
than the other from the camern, 
can be pleked up one at a time 
by taming the return flash. 

The shutter Is still partly a 
wartime secret. It was shown by 
Dr. A.M, Zarem, Director of the 
Stanford Research Foundation, 
Los Angeles. 

The shutter {s a combination of 
a liquid, a battery cell in the 
Nquid, known as a Kerr cell, 
and polarising lenses. The 
polarising lenses do the opening 
and closing, but strangely 
enough do this while 
perfectly still. 

They are set in the position 
known to most persons who use 
polaroid glasses, where one in 
front of the other shuts off com- 
pletely the passage of light. 

When the button js pressed an 
electrical impulse flows through 
the shutter cell. This impulse 
dees the same ‘thing as rotating 
the polarold so that fight gets 
through. But only the molecules 
In the polaruid lenses move. They 
twist a bit and that lets the light 
through, They can twist and re- 
turn to position in practically 
nothing flat. : 

The length of the electrical im- 
pulsg is the time the shutter is 
open. Dr, Zarem said this a 
impulse can he as short as a 
hundred millionth of a second, or 
still less. Useful pictures have 
been taken at from one millonth 
of na second up to 20 times faster, 

The. uses so far are to see 
electrical discharges in action. 
These move faster than most ex- 
plosions. One photo shown was

‘The events were: Itulin’s de- 
elsion to remain a full member 
of the Commonwealth, the So- 
viet-American talks on the lift- 
ing of the Berlin blockade and 
n resumption of the Councli of 
Foreign Ministera, and the 
Frankfurt agreement of the poll- 
tlenl lenders’ of Westerns Ger- 
many or. the basic law for a West 
German State. ‘ 

Within the pattern of these’ 
events, there is good reason to 
belleve that a broad decision to 
exploit to. the full her present 
advantages in the Far East has 
decided the Soviet Union to pur- 
sue a tactical pollcy of accom- 
modation in the West. 

Diplomatic observers here, 
speculating on why Moscow hos 
decided to press now for a new 
four-power approach to the 
German problem, show little dis- 
position to believe in a fun- 
damental change In the long- 
term aims of Russian policy. 

Those best placed to assess the 
Soviet policy believe that Rus- 
sia’s desire to engage in new 
tatks ts the result of a major re- 
viow of the Soviet foreign policy 
which has been Jn progress for 
some time past in Moscow—a 
review which took into account 
developments in Europe and in 
the Far Enst, 

In this sense, observers here 
beHeve that both the progress 
towards o West German State 
announced from Frankfurt, and 
the historic refusal of India to 
divorce herself from the Com- 
Monwealth association have 9 
direct -bearing upon any four- 
power talks which may emerge 
from the Malik-Jessup exchange 
at Lake Success.—Reuter,

RUSSIA’S 
MOVE 


Once again the Soviet 
Government has taken it 
upot Heelf to publish private 

changes between its offi- 

and Western repre- 
sentatives, lt announces 
through its official news 
agency that it is willing to 
raise the blockade of Bertin 
as soon as a _mecting of the 
four-Power Council of For- 
eign Ministers has been _ar- 
ranged to discuss all the Ger- 
man problems; the Western 
counter -btockade of _ the 
Soviet Zone would be lifted 
at the same time. What is 
clear, even at this stage, is 
that the Russian Government 
has withdrawn the chief 
obstacle only if the four 
powers can agree upon the 
currency arrangement for 
Berlin. The Western powers 
tried that arrangement last 
summer. It ied them no- 
where. Meanwhiie the 
Western powers have great- 
ly consolidated themselves, 
ind here perhaps may ‘be 
seen the chief reason for 
Moscow's tentative sugees- 
tion for new talks. If there 
are to be talks, the Western 
powers can enter them with 
strong cards in their hands. 
That should give them con- 
fidence, but it also presents 
a warning. Their prime con- 
cern must be to ensure that 
they do not throw away 
their ecards through fruitless 
talks and false hopes. While 
so much remains. uncertain 
they must stoutly resist any 
renewed Russian demand 
that the progress of govern- 
ment which is being made in 
the Western areas should be 
held up as a condition for 
holding the four-power talks. 

The West has always said 
that nothing done in West- 
ern Germany would preclude 
or prejudice any wider ar- 
rangements for German 
unity, but that is to look into 
the conjectural future. and 
in the, meantime Western 
Germany would suffer disas- 
trously if its stability and 
hopes of progress were to be 
jettisoned, The Western 
powers have always dectar- 
ed themselves ready for talks 
as soon asthe blockade is 
lifted. While building up 
Western economy and de- 
fence they have always de- 
clired that the ultimate ob- 
jective is to bring an agree- 
ment with Russia within 
reach, if it Is at all possible.

Spain is bitterly offended 
at her ostentatious exclusion 
from the Atlantic Pact. As 
the first country in Europe 
to suffer from militant Com- 
‘munism she cannot openly

His credit 
feels tight and his purse has 
lost weight. Sometimes he thinks 
he may have been too yenerbus 
with those doliar blood trans- 
fusions to his anaemic friend 
Jobh Bull, 

Naturally Uncle Sam wants to 
know whether his conditlon will 
get worse and, if so, how much 
worse, Friends assure him that 
he is merely a trifle olf colour. 
Soothingly they sugrest there's. 
nothing wrong that a slight dose 
of “readjustment” won't put 
right. 

But his doctors, the economte 
soothsayers, are more cautious. 
While insisting that so far there 
is no definite evidence of any- 
thing seriously amiss, they asic 
more time to study his nilment, 
The next two months. they say, 
will bring the true answer. Only 
if thé symptoms persist and grow 
wlll their verdict be “a reces~ 
slon"~-in plain English, 9 slump. 

Uncle Sam's most obvious 

symptom ts cising unemptoy- 
ment, The number of idle workers 
jumped 1,250,000 in mid-Feb- 
runry at the latest statistics. 
Since then — further widespread 
“lay-offs”, notably on the ratl- 
ways, have exceeded re-hirlngs, 
and the workless total 18 con- 
servatively estimated at more 
than 3,500,000 or one in every 19 
of the labour force. 
. Hardly less disturbing is the 
number of Americans flaced on 
short time to make the dwind- 
ling work gO round. No figure ini 
this category has been disclosed 
since the Government announced 
a rise of 2,000,000 -in) January 
alune, but a further Increase Is 
known to have occurred. 


Seasonal Drop 

Some firms plend “a seasonal 
drop in business’ as the cause 
of lay-offs. Many others frankly 
admit a non-seasonal Jack of 
work. Gas stove makers through- 
out the country have just halvea 
their output because orders have 
fallen to o-trickle. The same reu- 
son has been offered for lay-offs 
in coalmines and In factorics 
making refrigerators, toasters, 
Irons, vacuum = cleaners, radtos, 
electric stoves and motors, wash- 
{ng machines, paper nnd pulp, 
motor tyres, hardware, chemi- 
eals, farm machinery, textiles, 
woollens, clothing, rayon, rubber 
and leather footwear, tin cans, 
motor cars and many other lines. 
Unsold goods are piled up in 
warehouses and shops. 

Six makes of car can be bought 
off the showroom ‘floor. House- 
building has slowed to a crawl. 
Thousands of new ‘ homes lie 
empty because the price tag 1s 
teo high and people cannot find 
the money for downpayments. 

Retail sales continue to.slump. 
These dropped an average of 50 
per cent in January, cight per 
cent in Februazy and nine per cent 
In the first week of March come 
pared with a year 20, and this 
despite the stimulus of prolonged 
bargaln clearances. 

Latest figures show the biggest 
slump In large industrial centres 
Baltimore 21 per cent, Pitts: 
burg 16.6 per cent, Cleveland 15 
per cent, Philadephia 14 per cent, 
New York 11 per cent, and gan 
Francisco 10 per cent. - 

Other signs of an economic 
slip abound. Cinemas offer tn.. 
ducements to gct customers. Race 
track and totalisator takings and 
liquer sales have nose-dived.

Tho studlo camera is n key tool 
in film production and the emer- 
Kence of a first class Britlsh in+ 
strument is a fitting accompani- 
ment to the British film indus- 
try's challenge to Hollywood. 

The story begins In the carly 
part of 1946 when Sydney Howell 
of the J. Arthur Rank Organisa- 
tion saw some precision tools 
exhibited by the Newall En- 
uineerlng Company and suggest- 
ed that a firm which could work 
to such fine Hmits—in some 
cases, to one hundred-thousandth 
part of un inch—ought to be 
ablo to make a film camera. 

Sydney Player, chairman of the 
Newall Engineering Company, 
discussed the proposal with his 
technical men ond decided ftrt 
4t was a good one, andi J. Arthur 
Rank showed his confidence in 
the Newall project by placing an 
order for more than £100,000 
worth of camera equipment. The 
plan was to make use of expired 
Patents and’ produce a British 
camera based on the Mitchell 
design.

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- British Utility Furniture 


As in the past two years, ‘the furniture trade section of the British’ Indus- 
tries Fair 1949 will occupy a space only one-tenth of that which it 
when it was the largest exhibit at Earls Court, 


had bofore the war, 


Once again the furniture 
display will be designed ex- 
clusively for the export buy- 
er, who will make his selec- 
tion of -furniture and bedding 
from ranges of workmanship 
and price most of which— 
though not all—are still be- 
yond the legal reach of the 
home consumer. 

At the time of going to press 
few indications are available of 
what Is likely to be shown in the 
section, Before considering these, 
note should be taken of two im- 
portant developments which to- 
gether provide an oncouvraging 
background to the 1949 furniture 
exhibit, 

First, in spite of the difficulties 
encountered in 1948 by tho furni- 
turo industry both at home 
abroad, the first target set for 
furniture oxports a rate of 
£60,000 each month by the end 
af 1948—has been handsomely 
exceeded in the first, 10 months 
of the year. The actual export 
total of £686,000 to October 32 
May not appear impressivo when 
seen against the figures of the 
country’s total trade. The truo 
significanco of the figure, however, 
len in the evidence it provides of 
tho industry's activity in finding 
mcana of overcoming the formld- 
ablo post-war obstacles to oxport 
development. Theso include the 
absolute closure of some formerly 
important markets, high tariff 
duties In others, the high and In- 
creasing cost of freight and, in the 
caso of fine furniture, the difficulty 
of bringing down costs in the 
absence of any home market for 
furniture of this’ class, 

Freedom Of Design 

Tho second main feature of the 
background Is the restoration of 
freedom of design to the manufac- 
turer of utility furniture, which 
represents the great bulk of the 
industry's production. It is true 
that utility furniture docs not 
enter into export, but the return 
of freedom is bound to release the 
inventiveness of manufacturers 


and 


and dosigners who, for the past six 
yoars, have had to follow not the 
ulding Ught of their own ideas 
But that of the Government's 
utility specifications. It in too 
carly to sce what will be the cffocts 
of this long-awaited release, but 
effects there: arg bound to be on 
construction and design, quality 
and price, and It Js inconcelvable 
that such effects should not roact: 
upon tho industry's export poten- 
thal. . 
When tho Government are ablo 
to go further and to restore apmo 
of the freedom of the home market 
to makers of fine furniture as well 
as toi those of tho new. utility, the 
‘export potentialities of the indus- 
try-will be much further increased. 
In the meantime it Is safo to 
assume that, encouraged by past 
export succesa and keyed ‘up to 
fresh offorts by the transformation 
of the utility’ scheme, ‘furniture 
manufacturers will approach the 
export markets of 1949 with added 


zest, 
U.S. Market 


So far as ong traditional clement 
of British furniture exports is 
concorned—that of fine reproduc. 
tion furniture—the organisation of 
the export drive, not the products 
themselves, will be affected. To 
tho reproduction specialists, as to 
thoso vho produce first-grade 
upholstered furniture, the United 
States market offers the biggest 
opportunities, widenod by the re- 
duction of the Invport duly to 12% 
per cent ad valorem. 

A London manufacturer of Eng- 
Hsh period furniture plans to make 
a special show of fino reproduc- 
tion pieces on the lifies associated 
with the names of Sheraton, Adam, 
and Chippendale, produced special- 
ly to meet the needs of the “maho- 
gany era” which holds firm in the 
United States. A Lancashire firm, 
famous for its reproductions, will 
show two- and three-pedestal Hop- 
pelwhite dining tables which find a 
xegular salo in those parta -of 
America where the highest quality 
craftsmanship, combined with the 
English. tradition, retain thelr 
appeal.

famous liners, has demonstrated 
its faith in the possibilities of the 
American market dy opening its 
own New York office and show- 
room. = 

Many other firms have deon 
oxploring the American market, 
tho chief obstacle to which js the 
combined effect of freight! and 
packing costs on welling prices, At 
east two exportors at the! Fair 
havo been working to reduco this 
obstacle by ingenulty of design. 
One well-known bedding manufac- 
turer is introducing at tha BIF 
what tho Americann call g “bed 
spring” of 1 type specially mado to 
compete with the American! ton- 
uphotutered baso spring mattress. 
This design finds favour m all 
export markets, partly becauss the 
construction of its mesh prevents 
atretching or sagging, partly be- 
causo it is comparatively inexpen- 
sive, and further because it can 
be cantly knocked. down to: secure 
the economies of flat packing, 


Packing Method 

Similarly, @ ploneor firm In the 
making of woven fibre furniture 
han devised a special packing 
method which enables four uphols- 
tered chairs to bo. crated In prac- 
tleally the same space as that re- 
quired dor a alngle choir. The 
consequent economies in freight, 
allied to high quality Deeduetiog 
and clogance of design, ix already 
contributing to the success of this 
furnituro in many-world markets. 

Theso. few indications show the 
ively. interest which is carrying 
English furniture, both. traditional 
ond modern, to all the open mar- 
keta of the world. Other produe- 
tng countrics are also becoming in- 
crensingy active In those markets 
and their competition will call for 
freah_endeavour on thé part of 
tho British industry. What the 
BIF 1949 will undoubtedly de. 
monatrato ia that this challenge {s 
bolng met and that in crafsman- 
ship and design British furnitare 
maintains its old reputation for 
‘quality first’ and thug makes its 
own contribution to the restora- 
be of tho country's balance of 
tTade, =

When dusk falls today, lamps 
lighters as usual will = pedal 
furiously down British streets on 
their bicycles, lighting the gas 
lamps. However, they will draw 
their pay henceforth from the 
State instead of from a gas com- 
pany. 


The government will add 130,- 
000 employees to Its payroll. It 
will take over 1,046 enterpriscs 
owned by 771 private companies 
and 275 municipalities, They are 
valued at some £250,000,000. 


The industry produces 434,- 
530,000,000 feet of gas annually 
by carbonising coal. It produces 
12,500,000 tens of ceke and 2,- 
000,000 tons of by-products, such 
as tar, oe 


The average family pays about 
£%3.a quartor. The immediate 
change is largely administrative. 
A Gas Councht will take over 
supervision. It will be respon- 
sible to the Minister of Fucl arid 
Power, Twelve gas boards scat- 
fered through the lund will 
handle regional administrative 
problems. 

The industry has been able to 
meet consumer demands, so the 
fovernment is assuming no pro- 
blem. of major expansion. 

The Treasury announced that 
gas stockhoklers will, get govern- 
ment stock of a value equal to 
their holdings in the companies, 
This payment will be in goven- 
ment three per cent guaranteed 
stock, dated 1990-1995.—Asso-

Rangoon, May 1. 


Radio Karen, newly created voice of the Karen poo- 
ple, has denied accusations that the Karens are 
linked with the Communists in rovolt ‘against 
the Burmoso govornmont. 

In its first “world broadcast” from inside the Karen 

‘stronghold at bornb-shattered Insein, 10 miles 
to the North of Rangoon, it described charges 
of a Karen-Communist alliance as a political 
stunt by the Burmese government to gain world 


sympathy. 

Radio Karen said a “common 
foe"—the Socialist government 
of Burma was the one link be- 
tween the Karens and the Com - 
munists, “It added: “Otherwise 
our objectives are different: 

A Karen commentator speaking 
in English said neither the Karens 
nor the Communists seek help 
from one another, He asserted 
that on no front were the two 
Nighting alongside each other. 

The Commentator said: “Thern 
ix no commundl quarrel Involved 
in our war, We are fighting ar- 
gression in defence of our people. 
We are fighting for the preserva- 
tion: of the Karen race.”

San Francisco, May 1. 

The kind of business which 
banks, including foreign banks, 
will be able to transact in the 
North China Red-hekit urea is 
set out in provisional regula- 
ions announced by the Com- 
munist Peiping Radio yester- 
day. . 


According to the Radio, banks 
are permitted to conduct businesn 
in deposits, loans, investment in 
Industry, remittances. as per- 
mitted by the People’s Bank, re- 
celpt and payment of accounts 
and the protection of valuables. 


The banks are not, however, 
permitted to engage in specula- 
tlon, hoarding, dealing in shares 
or to own shares in other con- 
cerns, . : 

The regub:tions insist that 
minimum capital holdings be 
fixed and that banks must call up 
73 per cent. of their declared 
capital before’ they are allowed 
to register with the Govern- 
ment. 

It fs also stipulated that 10 
per cent of the total nmount of 


_ |current deposits and five per cent 


of total long-term deposits must 
be lodged with the People’s 
Bank. a 

Loans ore not permitted to he 
above 10 per cent of deposits 
while interest-rates on loans and 
deposits’ will be determined by 
by the People’s Bank in accor- 
dance: with the gencral situation. 

Private banks are required to 
submit monthly and yearly re- 
ports to the People’s Bank 
which, with its branches, will 
help the Government in super- 
vising and examining the activl- 
tles of all types of enterprises 
dealing in banking. : 

The regulations also prohibit 
private banks: from keeping 
auxtiary accounts.
